When the committee adjourned two
amendments were pending to be acted upon

w. One, offered by Mr. Russell,
of Connecticut, stipulates , that the retire-
ment and cancellation of legal-teade- rs for
each month shall not be greater than the
Increase in amount of national bank notes
under the operation of the plan. This
amendment was carried when first offered,
and then there was a successful motion
to reconsider and postpone action for a
day. Representative Walker stands spon-
sor for the other pending amendment, which
Is to require one-ha- lf of the reserve funds
of the banks to be held in gold coin or gold
certificates, the other half in silver coin
or silver certificates. Ten per cent, of the
reserve is to be held in this stipulated
form on July 1, 1S95; 20 per cent, at the
end of three months, the change being
made at the rate of 10 per cent, a quarter
until completed. The discussion on this
amendment hinged on the point whether
forcing the banks to secure gold for de-
posits would not cause a greater demand
on the treasury for gold than the raids
which are now in progress.

Several amendments were proposed which
failed. Most important of their number
was one to substitute the word "coin" for
"gold" in the provision for payment of
the bonds, which commanded four votes, itsopponents numbering six. Another unsuc-
cessful amendment was one to give the Sec-
retary of "the Treasury discretion to fix the
rate of interest on the bonds and to make
them payable after various short terms.

What Utah Bankers Favor.
SALT LAKE, U. T.. Jan. 29. The Presi-

dent's message on the currency question
does not . meet general favor among the
bankers of this city, so far as their views
can be obtained.

Naturally they are in favor of the ultimate
free coinage of silver, and do pot believe
any other legislation will stop falling val-
ues, and, therefore, express a preference
for the bill introduced by Senator Jones, of
Arkansas, as that provides for such use of
the white metal as will naturally lead up
to Its recognition. They do not favor any
legislation that does not at least provide
for a reasonable use of silver.

The reports as to tle cause of, the wreck

are very conflicting. Some peoie claim
that such a thing could not have happened
if the train had been In proper order; thesa
think the cause, was probably a defective
wheel, but that is hardly considered possi-
ble. Probably the real cause Is that given '
by a railroad man of many years' experi-
ence. He places the entire blame upon the
railroad company. He says their engines
are too heavy tor the track. The engine '

which was in the wreck weighs about 14,000
pounds, while the rails on the track were
laid at a time when engines of 100,000
pounds were rare. The man says the rails
are so light that tney are not capabla
of carrying such heavy engines with safety.
He says the plausible explanation is that
when the engine struck the switch, which
was on a curve, the slight break in tha '
perfectly smooth Tail caused the engine ta
lurch to the opposite side, which loosened;
the spikes holding the rail. Each suc-
ceeding car turned the rail more and pulledl
the spikes further out, until u;hen the day
coach struck the place the rail had turned
so fax to one side that the trucks dropped!
between the rails and the piling up of tha
cars began. As usual in such cases the
railroad men are Teticent about the matter
and little can be learned from a reliable or
direct source concerning the cause.

TREASURY STOCK OF GOLD DISAP-
PEARING WITH GREAT RAPIDITY.

Yesterday's Withdrawals Reduced It
: to About $48,000,000, Five Millions

Lower than Ever Before.

CRISIS FAST APPROACHING

AND INCOMPETENT DEMOCRACY
SEEMS UNABLE TO AVERT IT.

No Indication that President Cleve-
land's Appeal Will Be Heeded ly

His "Wild Horses."

HIS PLAN ALREADY CHANGED

THREE IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS
MADE BY SPRINGER'S COMMITTEE.

Scheme Proposed hy Senator Voor-
hees, Killed by His Fellow-Flnnn-cie- rs

Manderson's Proposition.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. Fresh assaults

were made on the treasury to-d- ay and
to-nig-ht the gold reserve stands at less
than forty-eig- ht millions lowef by nearly
five millions than It has ever been, since
the establishment of the reserve. The
treasury is completely at the mercy of
the Heldelbachs and te Ickleheimers, of
New York, and Mr. Carlisle can apparent-
ly do nothing but hand out his gold to
them as they demand It. No cessation of
the drain is expected and treasury officials
are now1 estimating how many days must
elapse before the last eagle leaves the
treasury vaults. At the present rate of
drainage it will be about the end of Feb-
ruary when Secretary Carlisle will be com-
pelled to suspend specie payment, in the
sense that the term has heretofore' been
employed. As a matter of fact, specie pay-
ment in silver would, to all Intents and
purposes, be as fatal a3 suspension ' of
specie payment of all kinds.

Whatever lingerng hope may have been
entertained that the prospect of the early
disappearance of all the gold in the treas-
ury might influence the Senate to con-
sent to some legislation other than that
demanded by the free silver men, was
forever dispelled by Mr, Teller's words in
the Senate to-da- y, when he scoffed at
Mr. Manderson's proposition offering free
coinage of silver if coupied with the au-
thority to Issue bonds. Mr. Teller denied
the existence of a crisis or of an emer-
gency and added that the Senate should
not be taken off its feet by a howl. His
statement that , the mere threat of the
President to go to a silver basis and the
announcement to the New York bankers
that if they wanted a pa" c. they could have
a panh?, is significant; coining from him.
It shows that the silver men on both sides'
of the chamber know that they absolute-
ly control that body to kill any proposi-
tion such as the administration bill.
A statement made to the Journal correspon-

dent to-d- ay by a' prominent Democratic Sen-
ator indicates that personal reeling against
Mr. Cleveland is asserting itself. "Mr. Cleve-
land has taken all he likes out of the
Jones bill and has rejected all we Wanted
and now he expects us to pass it for him,"
he said.

Mr. Teller's assertion that the New York
bankers would avert a panic as soon as
they see it is imminent, is significant from
another standpoint. This feeling of resent-
ment against the New York bankers is
steadily growing ln the treasury and there
is no doubt tha but for Mr. Cleveland's
assurance in' yesterday's message that, in
every event, the credit of the Nation would
be maintained, there would be serious
ground for the fear that Mr. Carlisle con-
templates silver payments.

The course of the administration bill
in the House need excite no deep interest.
It was the programme of (he administration
that Mr. Spjringer himself was to-d- ay to
move the refrence of the bill from his com-
mittee to that of ways and means. In-
stead, Mr. Springer calmly retained the
bill in his own committee. He realizes, as

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. The House" com-

mittee on banking and currency spent the
day in debating the new administration
bill, went through it by sections, adopted
three important amendments and adjourned
until leaving two amendments
to be acted on. Chairman Springer says

Its op-
ponents are largely depending on the free
silver Senators to talk it to aeath, as they
may be. able to do in a body, which lias no
rule by which it can fix a day for a vote.

priation. There are now 262 special examin-
ers in the field, and as a result of the in-

crease of $250,000 in the appropriation for
the service this force is now being aug-
mented by sixty-thre- e employes detailed for
the purpose from the bureau. It is expected
with the present force of S25 that the ar-
rearage will be reduced to less, than 10,000
cases during the remainder of the ' fiscal
year, and that by the end of the calendar
year, If the force is maintained, the work
will be up to date.

German Duty on Cotton Seed OH.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. The Secretary

of the Treasury has received, through the
State Department, copies of letters recently
received from Theodore Runyon, United
States embassador at Berlin, in which he
recites the reasons given for the proposed
increased duty from four to ten marks per
hundred kilogrammes on cotton seed oil im-

ported Into Germany. The main reason giv-
en is that cotton seed oil enters largely into
the manufacture of oleomargarine and,
therefore, cornea ln direct competition with
the butter and affects injuriously the inter-
ests ot German agriculturists. The amount
of cotton seed oii imported into Germany
from the United States, during the ten
months ending Oct. 31, 1894, is given as
1,440,8 gallons, of the value of $6y2,4l3. In
order not to interfere with the soap in-

dustry, the government recommends that
the duty on cotton seed oil, when rendered
unfit for edible use, may be reduced from
4 to 3.50 marks.

No disposition was shown
in the committee to accept the recommenda-
tions of the President and there was butx
slight reference to his message. The 'propo-
sition outlined by him for gold bonds was
not received with favor by a majority of
the Democratic members, and even the Re-
publican members appeared averse to com-
mitting themselves to bonds of such; great
duration as the President recommends. The
Republicans again indicated their willing-
ness to unite on a measure granting au-
thority for a loan on notes of two or three
years' time of sufficient volume to relieve
the treasury from its present distress, but
not to go further at the present time.

The proceedings of the afternoon session
were based on a bill which had been pre-
pared by Senator Voorhees. This bill pro-
vided simply for the issuance of short-ti- m

certificates which were to be used for the
purpose of making good the reserve and of
meeting tne reserve deficiency, but when theatternoon session opened he had added acause providing for tne tree coinage of
siiver. 'mere was a motion to strike out
the silver provision, which was lost on a
tie vote of five to five, all the Republican
members and Senator McPherson, Demo-
crat, voting for the motion, and all the
other Democrats opposing it. A vote was
then taken on the proposition as a whole,
and it was lost by a vote of seven to
three. Senators Vest and White, as well as
McPherson, voting with the Republicans.
There was also a tie vote on a motion by
Senator Aldrich to substitute the Springer
bill for the Voorhees bilL- - Following is thetext of the Voorhees bill:

"That to enable the Secretary of theTreasury to provide for and to maintain
the redemption of United States notes, and
also to enable him to pay ' current de-
ficiencies in the revenue, he is authorized,
in addition to the provisions of the act of
Jan. 14, 1875, from time to time, at his dis-
cretion, to issue certificates of indebted-
ness of the United States payable to thebearer in coin, after three years from
date, at the option of the United States, of
the denomination of $2i. $50 and J100, with
semi-annu- al coupons for interest at therate of 3 per cent, per annum and to sell
and dispose of the same for not less thanan equal amount of lawful money of theUnited States at designated depositories ofthe United States and at such postofflces as
he may select. And such certificates shallhave like qualities, privileges and exemp-
tions described in the resumption act ofJan.14, 1875, for the bonds therein authori-
zed and the proceeds thereof shall be used
for the purpose prescribed in this act and
for no other purpose.

"Section 2 That upon any deposit already
or hereafter made in the manner required
by law of any United States bonds or cer-
tificates bearing interest, any national bank-
ing association making the same shall beentitled to receive from, the Controller of
the Currency circulating notes of different
denominations, in blank, registered andcountersigned as provided by law, not ex-
ceeding the whole amount, the par value of
the bonds deposited; provided, that at no
time shall the total amount of such notes
issued to any such association exceed theamount at such time actually paid in of Itscapital stock. ,

"Sec. 3 That from and after the passage
of this act, the Secretary of the Treasury
is hereby authorized and directed to re-
ceive at any United States mint, from any
citizen of the United States, silver bullion
of standard genuineness and fineness, and
coin the- - same into silver dollars of 4.12
grains each. The seigniorage on the said
bullion shall belong to the United States
and shall be the difference between thecoinage value thereof and the price of the
bullion in London on the day the deposit is
made, and all expenditures for coining done
under the provisions of this act shall bepaid out of said seigniorage; and the Sec-
retary of the Treasury shall deliver to the
depositors of such bullion standard silver
dollars equal in amount to. the price thereof
as aforesaid; and whenever the said coins
herein provided for shall be received into
the treasury, certificates, in denominations
of less than $10 may be issued thereon in
the manner now provided by law."

The committee adjourned without agree-
ing on any definite time of meeting, and
some of the Republican members said after-
wards that they saw no reason for any
more meetings, as it had been made evident
that it would be impossible to accomplish
anything in the committee. There was a
full attendance of the committee, all being
present except Senator Jones, of Nevada.
His absence caused the tie vote. If he
had been present his vote would have been
cast with the silver Democrats.

MANDERSON'S BILL.

luiiue Free Coinage Scheme Evolved
by the Nebraska Man.

WASHINGTON, Jan. , 29. Senator Man-

derson's financial resolution introduced to-

day in full Is as follows:
"Resolved, That the committee on finance

be directed to consider the advisability of
reporting to the Senate for its action a
bill for the relief of the treasury of the

. United States, giving stability to its cur-
rency and advancing the greater use of and
remonetlzation of silver, that shall em-
body the following principles:

"First Require the Secretary of tha

Opposed to Bonds;
DENVER. Col., Jan. 29. The bankers of

Denver are unanimous In their expressions
against any further issue of bonds by the
government. They hold that such a course
Is against the interests of the West, and,
therefore, against their interests. While
none of the bank presidents cared to be
quoted, each denounced the plan quoted in
President Cleveland's message. They ar-
gued that if carried out it would not only
place the country solely on a gold basis,
but would put its finances entirely into the
hands of Eastern bankers, who would in
no way share their benefits with the peo-
ple, or the banks of the West.

A London View of the Message.
LONDON, Jan. 29. The Pall Mall Gazette

this afternoon, commenting on President
Cleveland's message ' to Congress, says:
"The tendency here as well as in America
Is to regard President Cleveland's mes-
sage as weak and unsatisfactory. Yet his
suggested remedy is at least adequate to
meet the emergency of the moment. Un-
fortunately there is small prospect of his'
proposals being carried out by Congress,
which Is moribund. Moreover. President
Cleveland Is never sure of a majority of
Democrats where monetary Issues are con-
cerned."

Chicago Bnnkyrs Speak.
CHICAGO. Jan. 29. The following tele-

gram, signed by the presidents of twenty-nin- e

of the leading banks of Chicago, was
eent to Washington this afternoon ad-

dressed to Senators Cullom and Palmer, of
Illinois, and Congressman Aldrich, of this
city:

"The bankers of Chicago respectfully urge
members of the Senate and House, irre-
spective of party, to unite in the immediate
passage of a bill in conformity with the
President's message. The business interests
of the country demand such action."

"AN ERROR OF JUDGMENT."

How Senator Brlce's Friends Account
for a Cashier Lending? f140,000.

TOLEDO, O., Jan. 29. A deputy United
States marshal arrested and brought'to To-

ledo Charles M. Hughes, jr., of
the First National Bank of Lima, on the
charge of misappropriation' of $140,000 of the
bank's funds. Hughes was released on bond
for his appearance Friday beiore the United
States Commissioner. This is the bank in
which Senator Brlce is largely interested.
The suit Is brought by a stockholder, Wal-
ter Zimm, of Columbus. The bank loaned
large sums to the Monroe Manufacturing
Company, of Lima, which failed. An assess-
ment of 100 per cent, had to be made on
the bank's stockholders, and Hughes was
replaced by another cashier. Zimm refused
to pay up, and caused Hughes's arrest.
Brlce's friends stand by Hughes, and aay
the loans to the Monroe company were
merely an error of judgment on his part,
and that he did not profit in any way there-
by.

,,. DEATH OF A HORSEMAN.

Frank. L. , Noble, Formerly Owner of
Alcryon, Dies at Grand Knpids.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Jan. 29. Frank
L. Noble, formerly owner of the famous
trotting stallion Alcryon, died at his home
in this city, to-da- y, aged forty-fiv- e years.
He has been suffering from kidney trouble
and had been confined to his bed for ten"
days, but his death was not expected. He
was formerly in the plaster business here,

.and became quite wealthy, but lost his
money in his trotting horse ventures. InAugust, 1890, when the stallion Alcryon and
Nelson were matched at Beacon Park, Bos-
ton, Noble Is said to have sold the race
allowed Nelson to win for $5,OJ0, for which
the owners, drivers . and horses were ex-
pelled by the National Trotting Associa-
tion. Nelson and his horses were reinstated
two years ago and Alcryon and his driver,
George Robens, of this city, were tempo-
rarily reinstated last fall, but Noble's appli-
cation for reinstatement was denied. He
brought suit against the association for $25,-0- 00

damages, but failed to appear when thecase was ready for trial. Alcryon Is now
owned by a stock company here and Is
in charge of Robens. who expects to put
him in training in the spring.
